A nnie, we need a cabbage for Christmas dinner 
tomorrow,” Mother said. “Please go to the 
l Olsens and trade these potatoes for one. 

Hurry now. Night’s coming.” 

Eleven-year-old Annie sighed, dropping her knitting 
and picking up the burlap bag of potatoes. It was a 
tradition in Norway for families to have a cabbage for 
Christmas dinner, and Annie knew it would be delicious. 
But she didn’t want to leave the warm fire. “Can Gunnild 
come, too?” she asked hopefully.

Annie buttoned her sheepskin coat and hurried 
outside into the brisk air.

The 
icy wind slapped her face, and black clouds rumbled 
overhead. 

After what seemed like hours, she reached the 
Petersens. Luckily, Mrs. Petersen had an extra cabbage 
to trade for Annie’s potatoes. Waving good-bye, Annie 
headed home. Tiny snowflakes fluttered around her, 
covering the path with a goose-feathery whiteness. 

Annie thought of her family’s warm cabin. She could 
almost smell the savory lutefisk (dried codfish) and 
potatoes cooking. Perhaps her mother was also making 
riskrem (rice pudding) and hiding an almond inside. 
Maybe Annie would be the lucky one to find it. 

The snow began to fall faster. Thick flakes coated 
her eyelashes and buried the path. Annie stared at the 
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landscape ahead of her, struggling to find the trail. “Is 
that our cabin?” she thought, noticing a dark shape in 
the swirling snow. But it was only a thicket of trees. 
Annie was confused. “Where am I?” she wondered. 
“Why do the mountains look like giants?” She felt like 
she was in a dream. 

Huge snowdrifts seemed like a warm, white feather 
bed, urging her to stop and sleep. At first she resisted 
by thinking about home. She plodded forward on what 
felt like wooden-post legs, clutching her cabbage. But 
finally her weary legs collapsed, and she lay down, 
wrapping herself in a soft blanket of snow. 

Back at home, Annie’s father stared out into the 
whirling whiteness. Where was Annie? He bundled up 
in his heavy coat and grabbed his lantern. He hurried 
down the trail, shouting into the wind, ‘Annie, Annie!” 

Next to a giant spruce tree he noticed a strange 
mound.

N ine years later Annie married Soren Hansen. 
They had eight children. When Soren died, 
Annie sold sawdust to the butcher shops to 
support her family. Every day she hitched her yellow 
pony to a little cart and carried a load of sawdust to 
nearby Oslo. 

One day as Annie neared the open-air market, she 
heard a strange commotion. Two young men were 
speaking to a crowd gathered near the vegetable mar- 
ket. Annie was curious and stopped to listen. They 
spoke about a prophet and the Book of Mormon. 

Their message stirred Annie’s heart. On 2 March 
1857 she was baptized as one of the first converts in 
Norway. 

Annie became a powerful missionary. She shared 
the gospel with everyone who would listen. Even 
Mr. Gulbrandsen, who owned the sawmill, joined the 
Church after Annie taught him the gospel. She contin- 
ued to share her testimony until she died in Norway

at age 81. Some of her children and grandchildren 
emigrated to America.

We had a small farm with lots of 
chickens, a cow, and a horse. We were not 
in a wonderful financial condition our- 
selves, but we never went without food. As 
a young child I remember many instances 
of people who were too poor to pay for 
their eggs. I remember my mother saying, 
“It’s OK, you don’t need to pay for the eggs

today.” And, “Why don’t you take this chicken home 
with you and have a good chicken dinner?” 

Wonderful Primary teachers also taught me many 
good things. My memory of names is very poor, and yet 
these people’s names are engraven on my soul. I think 
there is a cement of love that permanently binds such 
people’s names to our hearts and our minds. Most of 
all, I remember their love toward me. My Primary teach- 
ers demonstrated that love in lots of ways. I remember 
them coming over to see me when I was sick. If I ever 
missed Primary, they were there to find out why and to 
check on me. 

When I was a very young boy 
I had pneumonia, and both my 
lungs filled up with fluid. My 
father asked me if I wanted a 
priesthood blessing. I told him 


I did. I remember asking him to call my uncle to come. 
When they placed their hands on my head and through 
the holy Melchizedek Priesthood called down a blessing 
of heaven, I felt different. I felt something flow into me, 
and I knew that the priesthood was very real. The doc- 
tor had told my mother that I was in very serious condi- 
tion, but the next morning I felt great. My mother took 
me back to the doctor, and he checked my lungs. They 
were completely empty of fluid. 

I would like to tell you children that I love you. I 
think about you all the time. I want you to know that 
I personally pray for you, and that I care about what is 
happening in your lives. I have great hopes for you. This 
world is just as beautiful now as when I was growing up, 
and I hope you see the beauty around you. I know that 
the Savior cares about every child individually. I want 
you to know that. He knows you personally and cares 
about each one of you dearly, deeply. He wants you to 
succeed and be happy. I know this Church is true. If you 
live the commandments, you will always feel good, and 
the Lord will bless you. •

lam the light of the world (John 8:12). 

A s I buttoned my coat and tied the cords of my 
knit cap, I shivered with excitement. The 
whole Christmas season lay 
before me, and tonight Dad was 
taking us out into the middle of 
it. I hadn’t a clue where, but it 
didn’t matter. Dad always had a 
good plan for family night. 

“There’s a special event on 
Temple Square tonight,” Dad 
told us as we drove downtown. 

“I had you dress warmly 
because it’s outdoors.” Becki, 
my little sister, was bouncing 
with anticipation as we 
searched for a parking spot. I 
couldn’t help bouncing a little, 
too. We had only recently 
moved to Salt Lake City, Utah, 
and the granite-gray walls of the 
Salt Lake Temple were a source 
of wonder to me. 

When we reached Temple 
Square, there was quite a crowd 
gathered in the garden south of 
the temple. Bleachers and a 
podium had been set up 


on a little slope. Dad led us to a spot slightly above and 
to the side of the bleachers. We stamped our feet to 
keep warm in the cold night air. 

Dad hoisted Becki onto his shoulders. “Look,” he 
said softly. “There’s President McKay.” I stretched to see, 
and there he was! President David O. McKay! I 
could hardly believe it. I could see his wavy white 
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hair and smiling face. The feeling I had was amazing. 

: I felt tingly. I hardly had time to think about it, though, 
because the program was starting. 

The people on the bleachers turned out to be mem- 
bers of the Mormon Tabernacle Choir, who sang some 
Christmas songs. I was hearing the Mormon Tabernacle 
Choir in person! I kept on tingling, and somehow I 
knew it wasn’t from the cold. Then, after an introduc- 
tion, President McKay stood up and reached into a box 
partly hidden by the podium. 

It’s hard to describe the marvelous moment when 
the prophet flipped the switch. The light! The color! 
Thousands of tiny lightbulbs sparkled in the trees. The 
walkways were lined with them, and the bushes, shrubs, 
and flower beds were suddenly transformed. 

A huge gasp and a sigh rose into the 
night as the crowd shared the 
wonder of the moment. We 
soon found ourselves 
moving along the side- 
walks and pathways 
around the Tabernacle, 
past monuments and 
fountains. It was glori- 
ous! I had to keep 
reminding myself to 
breathe. 

“Well,” I thought, 

• “ this is Christmas ! ” 

It seemed absolutely 
right to me that I 
should feel the spirit 
of Christmas so strongly 
this close to the house 
of the Lord. After all, we 
were celebrating the Lord’s 
birth. Christmas lights ought 
to shine more brightly here. 

And it was perfect to have the 
prophet turn on the lights. He

Several things happened to me as 
I watched President McKay turn on the lights that 
December night. I felt the Holy Ghost witness to me 
that the old gentleman with white hair was a true 
prophet of God. I also came to know as I had never 
known before that the temple is God’s holy house. I 
promised myself that I would feel that joy and wonder 
again — by being worthy to enter it someday. 

In December 1996 I found myself 
again on Temple Square, this time 
inside the temple. It was the day 
our daughter was married. As 
I watched my daughter smile 
with the joy of her dream 
come true, I remembered 
another December long 
ago and the witness 
I had felt. I looked 
around me, seeing 
the people I love 
most sharing a long- 
awaited day. This 
was happiness.

H eavenly Father gives us parents and families to 
teach us righteous principles so we can return 
to Heavenly Father and live with our families 
forever. Heavenly Father planned for Jesus Christ to be 
born into a family too. Jesus had righteous parents on 
earth to take care of and teach Him. 

Before Jesus was born, an angel came to His 
mother, Mary. The angel told her that she would 
have a son and that she should call Him Jesus. He 
would be the Son of God. The angel told her, “The 


Lord is with thee: blessed art thou among women” 
(Luke 1:28). Mary told the angel that she would do 
as she was commanded: “Behold the handmaid of 
the Lord; be it unto me according to thy word” 

(Luke 1:38). 

The angel also appeared to Joseph. The angel told 
him that Mary would have a son, that His name would 
be Jesus, and that He would be the Son of God. The 
angel told Joseph that Jesus would save His people 
from their sins (see Matthew 1:20-21). 

Mary and Joseph had faith. They did what they 
were commanded to do. When we remember Jesus 
Christ and follow His example and the example of 
Mary and Joseph, our families will be blessed. •

Christmas Gifts 
All Year

And whatsoever thing 
persuadeth men to do good 
is of me; for good cometh of 
none save it be of me. . . .

More than 2,000 
years ago Mary 
and Joseph 

traveled to Bethlehem. 

Joseph tried to find a place 
for them at an inn, but 
there was no room. They 
found a stable where Mary could give birth. 

This was the first Christmas. There were no large 
family gatherings. There were no decorations. There 
were no brightly wrapped presents. But there were 
carols and singing and rejoicing. The angels in 
heaven joined in a great chorus of rejoicing and 
praise at the birth of the Son of God (see Luke 
2:13-14). Heavenly Father gave us a great gift. He 
sent His Son, Jesus Christ. 

Jesus gave us the gift of the Atonement and eternal 


life. Jesus Christ is our Savior 
and Redeemer. He gave the 
gift of a perfect example for 
us to follow. He showed us 
the gift of love and taught us 
to love one another. 

We can also give gifts of 
service and love. Jesus said, 
“If ye love me, keep my 
commandments” (John 
14:15). We can show our 
love for Jesus by keeping 
His commandments and 
serving others, not just at 
Christmastime but throughout the year. 

Gift Ornaments 

Cut out the gifts on page 34 along the solid lines. 
Write your own gift activity on the blank one. Fold on 
the broken lines; then tape the lids down. Punch a hole 
at the top of each gift, and attach string. Hang the gifts 
where you can see them. Every few days, open a “gift” 
and do the activity inside. Remember, you can give 
these gifts throughout the year! •

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Sharing Time Ideas 

(Note: All songs are from Children’s 
Songbook unless otherwise noted; 

GAK = Gospel Art Picture Kit, 

TNGC = Teaching, No Greater Call) 

1. Show a picture of the Last Supper (GAK 
225). Before Jesus’ Crucifixion, He broke the 
bread, blessed it, and commanded that those 
who were with Him partake of it. Jesus gave 
His Apostles the sacrament so that they would have a way to always 
remember Him and His sacrifice and so that they could have His Spirit to 
be with them. The sacrament is a covenant to remember Him and to keep 
His commandments. Read together Luke 22:19. 

Show a picture of Christ visiting the Nephites (GAK 316). Following His 
Resurrection, Jesus Christ appeared to the Nephites on the American con- 
tinent. During this visit, He taught the people how to prepare and partake 
of the sacrament. The Savior broke the bread, blessed it, and commanded 
that the disciples who were with Him partake of it. Read together 3 Nephi 
18:6-7. The Savior also blessed the wine (we use water now — see D&C 
27:2) and commanded the disciples to drink of it. Read together 3 Nephi 
18:11. Jesus Christ taught the disciples that when they partook of the 
sacrament, they were renewing their baptismal covenants to always remem- 
ber Him, to take His name upon them, and to keep His commandments. 

Show the pictures of blessing and passing the sacrament today (GAK 
603 and 604). We can participate in the same ordinance that Jesus taught. 
The sacrament prayers tell us that if we remember Jesus Christ and keep 
His commandments, we will always have His Spirit with us. He wants us to 
remember Him so we can be strong and faithful. Read the sacrament 
prayers in Moroni 4:3 and 5:2. 

Remind the children that without the Atonement, which we remember 
as we take the sacrament, we would not celebrate Christmas. To reinforce 
this teaching moment, sing “The Sacrament” (p. 72), “I’m Trying to Be like 
Jesus” (pp. 78-79), or a favorite sacrament hymn. If the song or hymn is 
new for the children, sing one line at a time and have them echo it back to 
you. Bear testimony that we can remember the Savior when we take the 
sacrament and try to become more like Him. 

2. For younger children : Post the pictures suggested in idea #1 on the 
board in a vertical row and discuss each one. Above the pictures write 
“Sunday.” Discuss with the children ways they can remember Jesus. On 
Sunday we can think of Him at church, during prayers, during the sacra- 
ment, and as we sing Primary songs. 

Divide the children into six groups, and give each of them a large strip 
of paper with one day of the week printed at the top (Monday, Tuesday, 
Wednesday, Thursday, Friday, or Saturday). Invite them to write or draw 
ways they can remember the Savior throughout the week (for example, 
forgiving others, keeping the commandments, being grateful). Post each 
wordstrip, and give each group a chance to show and tell their ideas. 
Remind the children that we can remember the Savior not just on Sunday, 
but throughout the week. 

3. To prepare, invite a mother, father, and baby to portray Mary, Joseph, 
and the Christ child. (They could wear simple clothing in a biblical style.) 

Ask the mother to be prepared to sing “Mary’s Lullaby” (pp. 44-45). Use a 
sing-a-story (see TNGC, pp. 174-75) of favorite Christmas songs to teach 
children that Heavenly Father planned for Jesus to be born into a family. 
Older children could read the scripture references at the bottom of the song 
pages. Pictures from the GAK (200, 201, 202, 203, 314) or the Primary manu- 
als (1-76 and 2-6) could be used. 

Suggested sing-a-story — Sing: First verse of “The Nativity Song” 


(pp. 52-53). Tell: Many prophets testified of the 
coming of our Savior Jesus Christ. Samuel, a prophet 
who came to Zarahemla, also foretold of His birth 
(see Helaman 14:2-6). Sing: “Samuel Tells of the 
Baby Jesus” (p. 36). Tell: God sent the angel Gabriel 
to Mary. He told her she would have a baby boy and 
should name Him Jesus. The baby would be the 
Son of Heavenly Father. One night an angel came to 
Joseph in a dream and told him Mary’s baby was the Son of God and that 
he should marry her. Jesus would be the Savior of the world (see Matthew 
1:18-21). Joseph and Mary were married, and he took care of her. Joseph 
and Mary had to leave Nazareth and go to Bethlehem to pay their taxes. 
The baby would be born soon (see Luke 2:2-6). Sing: “When Joseph Went 
to Bethlehem” (pp. 38-39). Tell: When they arrived in Bethlehem, they 
found a stable for Mary to have her baby in. And she brought forth her first- 
born son and wrapped Him in swaddling clothes and laid Him in a manger 
(see Luke 2:7). Sing: ‘Away in a Manger” (pp. 42-43). Tell: Joseph and Mary 
named the baby Jesus (see Luke 2:21). Have the mother representing Mary 
sing “Mary’s Lullaby” (pp. 44-45). Tell: While the shepherds were in the 
fields, an angel came to them and told them the Savior had been born. The 
shepherds went to Bethlehem and saw the baby Jesus. They were happy 
they had seen the Savior (see Luke 2:8-12, 15-17, 20). Sing: “Stars Were 
Gleaming” (p. 37). Bear testimony that Heavenly Father planned for Jesus to 
be born into a family. We are blessed as we sing praise to Him and remem- 
ber Jesus Christ this Christmas. Sing “Picture a Christmas” (pp. 50-51). 

4. To help the children understand how we can be spiritually prepared 
for Jesus to come again, copy and cut out enough oil lamps for each child 
and five or six extra ones (see Primary 7 manual, p. 86). 

Show a picture of the Second Coming (GAK 238). When Jesus died and 
was resurrected, He promised that He would come again. Have you ever 
wondered what that will be like? Jesus has not told us when He will come, 
but the scriptures tell us that it will be a glorious event. He will be our King 
and Ruler. It will be a heavenly, happy time for us if we are prepared to 
meet Him. 

Because Jesus wanted us to know how important it is to be prepared, 
He told us a parable, or story, of the ten virgins. Teach the children the 
parable (see Matthew 25:1-13), and help them to understand that this 
parable likens the Second Coming of Jesus Christ, which is when the Savior 
will return to earth to rule during the Millennium, to a wedding (see 
Primary 7 manual, p. 84). 

How can we prepare for the Savior’s coming? President Spencer W 
Kimball taught: “In our lives the oil of preparedness is accumulated drop 
by drop in righteous living” ( Faith Precedes the Miracle, 256). 

As you pass out the extra paper lamps randomly among the children, 
ask them to think of things they can do to add oil to their lamps. Sing 
“When He Comes Again” (pp. 82-83), and have the children pass the 
lamps back and forth. When the music stops, the children holding lamps 
should tell or act out a way they can prepare. Sing and repeat. 

Pass out a paper lamp to each child. Let them draw or write on the 
lamps what they will do to prepare for the Savior’s Second Coming and 
take them home to share with their family.
